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77 Unemployed Fathers 
Added to Public Works 

Seventy seven unemployed fathers were added to 
the public works crews in Perry and Knott Counties 
during November, bringing the total number of men so 
employed to over 1150, according to figures released 
yesterday by the local employment office. 
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The 77 were among 100 per. 
sons who were placed in jobs 
of various kinds through the 
employment office, out of a 
total of 202 who applied for 
work last month. 

The new job.seekers brought 
the total number of active job 
applications from people in the 
two counties to 2,461.

UK President Says College Will Come But Site Is Still Unknown 

Dr. Oswald Outlines Role of Community Colleges In Kentucky Before Group of Local Leaders at LaCitadelle Luncheon 



University of Kentucky President John VV. Oswald 
told a luncheon-meeting of Perry County leaders today 
that there is no question that a UK ccminunity college 
will eventually be established in the Perry-Lelcher 
Counties area, but he couldn’t say specifically where 
or when. 

President Oswald and two other University offi- 
cials are in the area this week, studying the Whites- 
burg and Hazard communities as potential locations 
for a future community college. 

Escorted by coal operators William Sturgill and 
M. K. Eblen, the President and his party spent the 
morning looking at prospective college sites near Haz- 
ard. 

The group, hampered by rainy weather visited the 
Combs-Airport Gardens neighborhood but spent most 
of its time at Black Gold Hill, south of Hazard. 

Hazard banker Dewey Daniel has offered several 
acres of the hill free to the University if it wishes to 
build a college there. 

Speaking to about 50 city and county business 
and professional men, including educators, President 
Oswald described the scop^ of the University’s com- 
munity college system and its relevance to the Univer- 
sity’s overall puri>ose. 



“Colleges in America are bursting at the seams,” 
the President said, citing a 4.8 million figure as the to- 
tal college and university enrollment in the nation to- 
day. 

He said that forecasts are that this number will 
double in the next ten years. 

The University of Kentucky’s 1064 freshman 
class was up almost 35 per cent over last year’s en- 
rollment, President Oswald said, and tlie enrollment 
in the community college system in Kentucky is up 
100 per cent over 1963. 

On top of the burden of numbers, today’s univer- 
sity is also expected to provide higher and better 
education than it has in the past, to meet the demands 
of our soociety. 

President Oswald said he rejects the theory that 
education in great quantities means that tlie quality 
fur it must suner. 

He said that community colleges can relieve the 
parent universities of some of the press of numbers 
so tliat it can ('oncentrate on quality of higher educa- 
tion which industry and society in general has come to 
insist upon. 

Today one-fourth of all students in public colleges 
are enrolltHl in a community or junior colege, Oswtdd 



said, and predicted that in ten years this tigure would 
increase to three-fourths of the tolal college enroll- 
ment in America. 

To help meet this cliallenge. President t)swald 
listed three specific tasks for the community college: 

1. to provide freshmen and soplioinore students 
a general education of a quality eiiuai lo that provided 
by the University; 

2. lo train technical students in teirninal courses 
to provide what is known as ’’middle-maniiower” or 
semi-professional people lo act as aids to professionals 
such as doctors, denlisls and engineei’s. 

3. lo serve as an adult education center and as 
the cultural base ot the local comnuinity. 

UK’s existing comnuinity colleges are already in- 
gaged in teaching the terminal-type courses, Oswald 
said, with courses geared to the needs of the local 
region. 

He listed as examples the .\shland College’s in- 
struction designed to meet the needs of the heavy 
industry near that Ohio Hiver town; Cumberland’s 
Southeast Community College's interest in the coal 
industry, and the Hopkinsville College’s attention to 
the neiHls of that farming section. 



Turning his attention to the possibility of a college 
in the lla/ard-Whiieshurg area. President Oswald said 
he reeognizeil the importance of the decision that will 
eventually place the eanquis in a siiecific location. 

He said University officials arc busy .now updat- 
ing a previous survey ot educational factors in this 
area to help in the decision. 

’’There is no (|ue.slion of iUs coming here, ami 
next.” Oswald .said ’'Bui 1 can’t speak of when.” 

He said that sul>se<iuenl survey lours lo Ihc area 
are likely, and that the University would use the "best 
possible judgemen'i. we can apply, with respect to ed- 
ucational needs.” 

In answer to a question alter his remarks, Presi- 
dent Oswald listed .some of the responsibilities a com- 
munity has toward a college in its midst. 

The establishment of scholarships through local 
means w’as very imiiortanl, he said, as well as support- 
ing and aiiling the faculty with respect to such things 
as housing. 

President Oswald also expressed the hope that in 
the future, the local communities can enter anto joint 
ventures with their colleges in the establishment of 
such things as i*ooperative student-community centers.

State officials and at least one Kentucky Congressman are 
optimistic that the federal government will not let the training 
project wither away simply because a state is too poor to put 
up matching funds. 

The politicians and bureaucrats who had a hand in pass-., 
ing the Manpower Development Training Act in 1963 have made 
many lofty speecties of self-praise, and npl without dome justi. 
fication. 

But perhaps the most eloquent testimony to tho value of 
Vocational Training came from the man who wrote the follow- 
ing letter to his "alma.mater" after graduating from a Hazard 
Vocational School course in auto mechanics last July: 

"Dear Sir: 1 am working at Kyva Motor Company at Whites., 
burg, Kentucky. 1 am doing any kind of mec-hanic work that 
comes in the garage. I have been working since July 13, six 
days a week and have not missed a day. They started me out 
on' a salary of 1306 per month plus comfiussiuii. I have used 
tny training and 1 am going to keep on using it, because thii 
is the best chance 1 have ever had to make a living for my 
family."

Just l ist week, a class of 28 women toik the federal exam 
as part of its wind-up exercises. The class graduated Monday 
after 44 weeks of training in which the women learned to type, 
file, take shorthand and use proper business English. 

3'he mammoth training project is affecting more lives than 
those of the students. Enrollment at the Hazard Vocational 
School and its branches is up from 300 this time last year to 
over 1,000 today. The school statf has been increased from 18 
a year ago to almust 80 instructors and administrators now. 

The enlarged faculty and staff, to'getlier with several stu. 
dents who receive training allowances of $32 a week bring to 
the local community a poyrdl of over $18,000 a month. 

Waller Prater, Director of the Hazard Vocational School, 
sees other, lass.taogible benefits deriving from the kind of 
training his institution is offering. 

“These students learn the value of education,’’ Prater says. 
“They impress this idea uimn their children and try harder to 
keep them in scho 1” 

The federal government has so far financed the entire 
job-training program under the Manpower Development Train, 
ing Act, and, according to provisions in the Act, will continue 
to do so until July 1, 1965. 1 

After that cut-off date, the Act praaenbM that the StMe 
of Kentucky put up ona.thiird of the coat. The iMt Kentucky 
Legislature adjourned without making provlalona for thla aven- 
tuallty, and ao far State offlciala have not indicated the Com.

While anti.poverty programs lag under the burden of 
bureaucratic red tape, the Hazard .\rea Vocational School and 
others like it are striking at the cere of unemployment, and 
with telling effect. 

Spurrad by tha suddan availability of federal money through 
last year's Manpower Uevaiopmant Training Act, Kentucky Vo- 
cational schools last winter launched a massive job.training 
program designed to break tha deadly "poverty.cycla" and give 
tho unskilled worker a new chance at making his own way. 

Preliminary statistics compiled for the huge training pro- 
ject to date reveal several encouraging figures, but none more 
striking than this; 78 per cent of all men and women who fin. 
iili a vocational school course find jobs. 

And not jobs of th* maka.shift variety, either. The Hazard 
Vocaional School is prasantly conducting or has recently com- 
platad claasaa in clark.stanography, bulldozer operating, dlasel 
mechanics, min* repair, auto body repair, office machine re, 
pair, weaving, gradar operating, practical nursing, service sta- 
tion work and even waitras* training. , 

Seveiul of Uie .MD'IW classes have alu'eady been completed 
and graduates are now at work on full.time jobs. But must of 
the i urses ret up uiulvir the federal cra«h prograan last winief 
require a lull 52 weeks lor thurjugli coverage of the subject, 
and won't he completed until next spring.
